One dav, after a heavy snow, the westbound express 
stonprri at the station and the passengers, warned of a long 
wait, left the chair cars to stretch their legs. One of them 
spoke to Absalom. 

“What community is thia, Unclef” he asked. 

Old Absalom scratched bis wooly head. 

"What’s a community, mister f" 

"A community is a city or s town or a village where 
folk* are sociable; where everybody knows everybody else;' 
where the stranger is made welcome; where every man, 
woman and child gets together for common enjoyment and 
recreation", replied the noe«*lnner 

Uncle Absalom opened his eves wide in astonishment. 

"I’m pretty suah this yeah ain’t no community.” he 
said. "This is jest a place". 

Uncle Absalom described the town accurately. It had 
its cliques, its social barriers. The folks west of Main street 
didn’t talk to anyone living east Yon "belonged" in the 
best circles, or you didn’t Nobody ever thought of some 
civic organisation hy which all classes would get together, 
forget the social harriers and work for the common good.
